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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 /2/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In regards to claims 1 and 15 have been amended to include the limitation of 
"wherein the digital signal is a digital signal having a 1-bit structure". The Applicant 
argues that Stettner (US Patent # 6,362,482) reference does not teach a 1-bit structured 
digital signal based process but an analogue signal based process of Stettner (See 
Remarks, pg. 6). The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Specifically, noting the Stettner 
reference, Fig. 8 and Col. 14, line 41 - Col. 15, line 32, shows a dynamic comparator 
(57) in figure 8. A comparator is thought of as a one-bit analog-to-digital converter (see 
article about curing comparator instability with hysteresis). Thus the Examiner believes 
that Stettner does teach the limitation of the newly amended claims 1 and 5.
